March  15  — The  Ked  Army  crossed  tht 

Bug  Kivcr  on  a 62-mile  front  today,  thrusting  spearheads  within 
30  miles  of  the  prewar  KiMMKiian  frontier,  crushed  German  de- 
fences only  17  mdet  from  the  big  Black  Sea  port  of  Nikolaev, 
and  killed  or  captured  additional  thousands  of  trapped  Germans 
northeast  of  Nikolaev,  a Moscow  communique  announced 
tonight. 

Leaping  the  Bug  with  the  aid  of  rafts,  pontoons  and  even 
empty  barrels.  Marshal  Ivan  S.  Konev’s  Second  Ukraine  Army 
troops  tore  through  the  tottering  Germans  for  gains  of  12  to  18 
miles  in  a sector  heavily  fortified  wish  blockhouses,  minefields 
and  barbed  wire,  said  a midnight  bulletin  broadcast  by  Moscow 
and  recorded  by  the  Soviet  monitor. 

The  Germanji  threw  Sway  not  only  their  heavy  equilMiiciit 
but  their  rifles  in  their  flight  toward  Rumama,  the  bulletin  said.

NAPLES,  March  15  l/I*).— The  Allies  destroyed  stubborn 
Cassino  today,  dropping  more  than  2,500  tons  of  bombs  on  the 
strategic  fortress  town  and  targets  above  it  in  the  greatest 
aerial  assault  in  history.
